These have boon given as terselj^ and briefly as possible: 
firstly, to save space and permit the inclusion of a maxi- 
mum of new words, and secondly, because to the average 
reader brevity often conveys clearly what wordiness 
obscures. 

Spelling 

No dictionary can be a complete guide to spelling, 
because however large, it cannot spare space to give 
words with all their inflexions and possible additions. 
And it is on just such points that the average dictionary 
user needs help. While this difficulty cannot be removed 
entirely, the following list of spelling rules will reduce it 
greatly. Unfortunately, to all these rules there are 
exceptions, which must be learned by study and observa- 
tion.

Suffixes — Words of one syllable ending in a single consonant, not 
preceded by a long vowel, double the final consonant before -tng, •ed, 
-efA, -sf, •etd, as fit, fitting, /lued, fitteth, fitter, fUtest Words of more 
than one syllable ending in a single consonant, if accented on the last 
syUable, also double the ftoal consonant, as commit, commuting; those 
that have the accent on the first syllable do not double the hnal con- 
sonant, as profit, profiting, profited, etc. Notable exceptions are irasef, 
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rival, wonhip, bevel, where the final contonanU are doubled in all 
suffixes.

Pbontjnciation 

Accent : — ^The work has been printed' in clear, 
thoroughly legible type, and every word to be defined 
18 in bolder type than the definition, and, where this is 
helpful, IS divided into syllables, the one on which stress 
of voice IS to be laid being indicated by an accent C). 

Hyphens , — Hyphens being used throughout for the 
division of words into their component syllables necessi- 
tates the use of another sign to indicate the hyphen in a 
hyphened word. For this the doubled, or as it is called 
sometimes, the German hyphen, has been employed 
thus (=). 

Vowel Values • — When a vowel terminates a 
hyphenated syllable (unless it be a mute ** e ” at the 
end of a syllable, when it remains silent but makes the 
preceding vowel long) it has its long sound, as the ‘"o’* 
in may ; the e ” in me ; the i in time ; the “ o 
in go ; the ** w *’ in tube.

Rules of Peonunciation 

We cinnot bv dictionaries render ourselves immune from errors in 
wonundlation, because most of our speaking is done in circumstances 
^t make reference to them impossible, but by memorizing general 
rules like the following we can reduce such blunders materially * — 

Ihubled CofMonantf 

Doubled consonants are generally pronounced as single (e g. beginner 
at begin-rr), except in compound words or words with a prefix that can 
be used separately, e.g. cutthroat, outtop. 

The Utter C. 

Before a, o, u, or any consonant except h, c is pronounced hard like 
h, and also when it is the terminal letter of a syllable, unless followed 
by e or i in the next syllable ; e g. calm, cone, cut, eltmb, romantic, eoeutl 

0 is pronounced soft like s before e, %, or y , e.g, cell, cigar, and cygnet. 

^ The usual pronunciation of ch is as in chance-, but in words 
derived from the Greek it often has the sound of k, as in cham. In 
words derived from French it is often pronounced *h, as In nonManec.

The lettere S and SS 

The usual pronunciation of s is as In sand. When the s Is doubled 
it Is pronounced as a single s. When preceded by a vowel at the end 
of an accented syllable s is pronounced t before t or y , e.g. erosion. 
•Ston is pronounced usually -shon ; e g session, mtsston. S, as the 
final sound of a word, is often pronounced like z when we use (uzf) 
the word as a verb, but as s (sharp) when we make use (use) of It as a 
noun. 

The sgUahles •(ion and -tial 

Almost invariably ‘(ion is pronounced -shon and -tal as -shal. 

The letter Y 

An unaccented y, when terminating a word, is always snrnded like 
a short t, as in Atm, but if accented is long like the t in ttm»
